Tne cost ol eradicating 
pests introduced into the state 
Thieu: Near Peace,

Tax Bills Changed; 
Assessor Says Read 
Both Sides Carefully 


Tax bills have changed this 
year and the Tehama County 
assessor

SAIGON (AP) —Amid world­

Tax Bills Changed; 
Assessor Says Read 
Both Sides Carefully 


Tax bills have changed this 
year and the Tehama County 
assessor 
and tax collector, 
George 
O’Connor, 
asks that 
each taxpayer read both sides 
of his bill carefully. 
"P lease note we have included 
the penalties and cost in the 
tax b ill," O’Connor said. "But 
don’t be concerned about those 
unless your tax bill becomes 
delinquent. Pay only the amount 
shown opposite ‘total tax'. *’ 
O’Connor said his office has 
also segregated out the dif­ 
ferent portions of the tax bill 
into allotted amounts, such as 
the portions which go to educa­ 
tion, city or county, or to special 
districts. 
"A s an economy measure in 
our office," the assessor said, 
"you will not be mailed a re ­ 
ceipt unless you specifically 
request one. Your cancelled 
check or money order stub will 
serve as a receipt."

The Republican presidential 
candidate, here for a nationally 
televised rally after his first big 
crowd Hop of the campaign in 
Cleveland, Ohio marked his bal­ 
lot in the living room of his 
Fifth Avenue apartment. 
Asked by a newsman how he 
was voting, Nixon said: “ Well, 


of course, that*s confidential in­ 
formation.

It has also made a 
number of the trainees’ baby­ 
sitters “ most unhappy,” she 
said. 
Mrs. Marinoff had asked the 
board of supervisors to grant 
her $36,000 above her budget so 
she can continue the ETP six 
months, 
the time she feels it 
would take the federal govern­ 
ment to reimburse the county 
85 per cent of its expenditure. 
Mrs. Marinoff explained she 
and other welfare departments 
began ETP, a program in which 
she has a lot of faith, after it 
was ordered by the state depart­ 
ment of social welfare, which in 
turn had received its orders

Tehama County W allace Cam paign, Mrs. Lynn Wolfe, Chm. 
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Just A Few Days, Now 


Election day Is not months away nor weeks away, now; it is 
next Tuesday. 
That is the day when the American citizen, in the 
isolation of the voting booth, will collectively bring order out of 
the strange and often confusing tangle of events that has marked 
this presidential camoaign. 


There is no logical starting point, really. 
But Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy's challenge to President Johnson about a year ago 
more or less set things in motion. From then on, we witnessed 
a sequence of unexpected events unmatched in any previous 
presidential campaign year. 
Michigan's Gov. George Romney, 
the Republican front runner, soon was edged completely out of 
the picture by Richard M. Nixon. 
McCarthy did surprisingly 
well in New Hampshire, and Sen. Robert F. Kennedy decided to 
make a run for it. 
Disaffection among Democrats became so 
widespread that President Johnson, to almost everyone's astonish­ 
ment, withdrew and catapulted Vice President Humphrey into the 
race. 


Then, while Nixon quietly built up irresistible support am mg 
Republicans convention delegates, wnile Hunpiirey was similarly 
engaged on the Democratic side—and while George C. Wallace's 
third-party candidacy burgeoned— M ^Carthy and Kennedy battled 
it out in the prim aries. 
Until, on that terrible night early in 
June, the brother of the slain president was himself murdered 
at the moment of triumph. 
The conventions, then. 
Nixon powerfully rolling over a brief 
challenge, emerging without question as Mr. Republican for 1968. 
Humphrey less decisively but nonetheless conclusively turning 
back opposition, in the midst of traum atic events in Cnicago, 
to become the Damocratic standard bearer. 


Since that hectic month of August, a period for the gathering 
of forces and then the onslaught of the camoaign itself. Not 
much of a dialogue between N:*on and Humphrey, relatively little 
illumination of the great issues, no debates—and all the while, 
Wallace making his strident appeal to those dissatisfied with both 
of the major parties. 
In the backgro nd, Governor Agnew, 
Senator Muskie and General LeMny diligently playing second 
fiddle. 


Toward the enl of the long ordeal, a new campiign element 
entered the picture. 
Whether or not by White House design (and 
this in itself became a point of contention between Nixon and 
Humphrey), an Imminent breakthrough in the Vietnamese situation 
was Increasingly rumored. 
There were signs of a Humphrey 
upsurge. The pollsters began to hedge a bit. 


And now it is all coming to a head. In just a few days the next 
president will be known— unless, of course, the electionis thrown 
into the House for decision.

It still seems to 
strike all of us as soon as the 
cold w e a t h e r starts and, 
worse, 
there 
does not seem 
to be any way 
to prevent it. 
Have 
there 
been any fur­ 
ther advances 
in

f o r m s 
o f 
t r e a t m e n t 
when the com­ 
mon 
c o l d 
strikes ?

Dear Mr. H.: 
You have just joined the 
very sophisticated club of phy­ 
sicians 
who 
readily 
admit 
their total ignorance about the 
common cold. It is true that 
the discovery of the antibi­ 
otics, 
the 
creation 
of 
the 
heart-lung 
machines, 
polio, 
measles and mumps vaccines, 
and the contemplated landing 
on the moon, are immense in 
their scope as compared to 
learning 
the deviousness of 
that 
sly 
little 
virus 
that 
causes the “not so common" 
cold. It simply refuses to re­ 
veal its secret and continues 
to plague all of us. 
I once quoted a famous phy­ 
sician, Sir William Osier, who 
said: “The only way to treat 
the common cold is with con­ 
tempt." Another brilliant med­ 
ical statem ent on the common 
cold was “It doesn't m atter 
what you do, it will either 
last for two weeks or fourteen 
days." 
In my own practice I have 
begun more and more to be­ 
lieve that there is only one 
way to prevent a common 
cold. This bit of information 
was inherited from my grand­ 
mother, who believed th at a 
woolen scarf, heavy rubbers 
and a tiny bead of garlic sewn 
into a jacket and worn over 
the chest was the only scien­ 
tific method to avoid a com­ 
mon cold. To this, I add, “and 
an excellent way to avoid all 
your friends and their gra­ 
cious gifts of viruses born on 
the wings of their sneezes" 
For the cure of the common 
cold there has always been 


the standard universal remedy 
of hot concentrated chicken 
soup. 
Actually a great deal of in­ 
formation is known about the 
common cold. What is so frus­ 
trating is th at there are so 
many different 
viruses 
re­ 
sponsible for the broad com­ 
mon cold. We do know' that 
the infecting agent is a virus 
and that the illness is exceed­ 
ingly contagious and readily 
transmitted by coughing and 
sneezing. 
There is no doubt that there 
arc some predisposing factors 
to catching the common cold. 
Anyone who is run down or 
debilitated by a chronic dis­ 
ease is a better candidate for 
a cold than the young, healthy 
adult. It is medically debatable 
whether or not a nasal allergy 
contributes to an increased 
tendency to pick up these in­ 
fections. 
The 
common 
cold, 
the 
giippe, and the flu resemble 
each 
other 
closely 
in 
the 
symptoms they cause, but dif­ 
fer by the character of the 
causative virus. 
In inclement weather sensi­ 
ble precautions- a nourishing 
diet and a sufficient amount 
of rest—are undoubtedly of 
value. 
Treatm ent usually consists 
of bed rest until the fever has 
subsided, 
fluids, steam, 
as­ 
pirin and a nourishing diet, 
with supplemental vitamins. 
Antibiotics 
are 
expensively 
worthless, because the virus 
is not affected by them. They 
may in some cases be recom­ 
mended by the physician in 
an effort to prevent an addi­ 
tional bacterial infection. The 
antihistamine drugs, so com­ 
monly 
purchased 
over 
the 
counter, may dry up the nasal 
secretions, but may also in­ 
vite bacterial infections. Feed 
a cold, don’t starve it. Pam ­ 
per yourself for a few days. 
It’s 
a good 
investment 
in 
health.

THE ROLE OF WALLACE 
George 
Wallace could very 
well cost Mr. Nixon the p res­ 
idency, notwithstanding that the 
polls suggest he is drawing most 
of his strength from registered 
Dem ocrats. The reason for this 
is that no Republican ever wins 
the Presidency without taking a 
lot of Democratic votes, and 
it should appear obvious by now 
that most of the Democrats who 
are going for W allace would not 
have voted for Humphrey if 
Wallace had stayed out of the 
race. They would have gone to 
Nixon who, although he im per­ 
fectly satisfies them, is distin­ 
guishable as the conservative 
alternative to Hubert Humph­ 
rey. 
Add to the drain away from 
Nixon the electoral votes he will 
lose in the South. Here there is 
absolutely no question about it. 
If 
Wallace were not running, 
Nixon would sweep the South. 
All of it. As it stands, it can­ 
not be absolutely predicted even 
that Nixon will carry North 
Carolina, Florida and Tennes­ 
see, let alone South Carolina. 
In New York State, the author­ 
itative Daily News poll publish­ 
ed last Monday morning shows, 
and for the first time, Humph­ 
rey leading by four per cent. 
If the figures are correct, then 
the trend over a two-week p er­ 
iod shows Humphrey to have 
made a relative eight-point rise 
(when 
first tabulated, it was 
Nixon who was leading by four 
per cent). 
Republicans 
are 
cheering 
themselves 
up by 
passing along the memory of

New 
York 
Daily News 
a n n o u n c i n g two years ago 
that Frank O’Connor would beat 
Nelson Rockefeller for govern­ 
or. The trouble is, the News, 
gravely 
embarrassed 
by the 
sudden inaccuracy of its poll 
(it hadn’t failed in years), took 
pains to overhaul it, and now, the 
management swears by its re ­ 
liability. 
Of course, Nixon could lose 
New York and still carry the 
election, as Harry Truman did. 


But it’s a pretty brinky busi­ 
ness, and Nixon people are un­ 
der the circumstances facing 
the urgent necessity of commu­ 
nicating to W a l l a c e voters

Claude Kirk of Florida pointed 
out months and months ago that 
tt is futile to address the fol­ 
lowers of racists; many of them 
are no such thing and in any 
case, the psychological stra te ­ 
gy is certainly bad. Writing 
last week in the New York Tim es 
Sunday Magazine, the Harvard 
sociologist Mr. David R ies- 
man 
in 
effect endorses that 
position. 
"A m erica 
is condemned (by 
the New Left) as being ra c ist," 
Mr. Riesman points out, "thus 
forcing on people introspection 
concerning their attitudes — an 
introspection often confused by 
the fact that most Negroes are 
lower class, while most A m eri­ 
cans seek democratically not to 
be class conscious. One conse­ 
quence of calling people racists 
who consider themselves re a ­ 
sonably decent and humane may 
well be that they will conclude; 
‘So be it; I am a racist and 
will follow leadership that r e ­ 
spects and justifies me as I 
am .’ ’* 
It is not easy for a conser­ 
vative to jargonize the case a - 
galnst Wallace — beyond point­ 
ing out, again and again, that a 
vote for Wallace is a wasted 
vote, nay, a vote for Humphrey. 
The solid case against Wallace 
as a reliable consérvate takes 
time too make, more time than 
is available in quick objurgat- 
ive conversations with Wallace 
voters. Such a case would touch 
on the necessity of mediating 
institutions (concerning which 
Wallace is notoriously impa­ 
tient >, on the bizarre career of 
M r . W allace (he was a s upporter 
of the left -most governor in r e ­ 
cent Southern history, Kissing 
Jim Folsom); on continuing an­ 
omalies in his position (Wallace 
is a stout union man, who r e ­ 
fuses to back right-to-work le ­ 
gislation); on wild spending in 
Alabama; and so on. There is the 
examination 
of his rhetoric, 
which betrays a shallowness 
conservatives 
have not 
en­ 
couraged in their national poli­ 
tical leader. But Nixon must be 
careful, Inasmuch as it is a 
political problem at once to dis­ 
suade the Wallace-Inclined vot­ 
er, and to do so endearingly. 
Mr. Nixon has a hard job on 
his hands, and he is aware of 
the consequences of slipping up.

WAS HI NGTON — Because 
Richard Nixon has been harping 
so much on crime in the streets, 
the question has been asked as 
to why he has been seen at Las 
Vegas gambling resorts and at­ 
tended the opening of the famous 
Paradise Island gambling cas­ 
ino in the Bahamas. Later, at 
the Miami convention,Nixon ac­ 
cepted the use of the yacht Cosa 
Grande owned by the Paradise 
Island Casino. 
Probably Mr. Nixon will call it 
‘‘gutter politics," as he accused 
the 
New York Tim es, if this 
column investigates the whys 
and wherefores of Nixon s af­ 
finity with gamblers.Neverthe­ 
less, since the public is very 
much concerned over crime 
in the streets, it has a right 
to 
know 
something of Mr. 
Nixon’s relations with the gam­ 
bling fraternity before passing 
on his qualifications tobe P res­ 
ident. 
There is no evidence that we 
can find that Mr. Nixon is a 
gambler, but there is definite 
evidence that he lias consorted 
with and defended gamblers and 
received 
political funds from 
them. In fact, part of his first 
campaign funds was raised from 
the underworld in Los Angeles. 
When this column reported the 
source of these funds, Murray 
Chotiner, Nixon’s first cam­ 
paign manager, threatened a li­ 
bel suit. Chotiner is a criminal 
lawyer who has defended many 
underworld 
characters, 
has 
been Nixon’s political pilot for 
rears and is now active in his 
campaign for President. 
In view of Chotiner’s libel 
threat, we secured a statement 
from Mickey Cohen, 
former 
king of the Los Angeles gamb­ 
ling world, who had raised the 
money for Nixon and who was 
serving time in Alcatraz when 
he furnished the statement. In 
view of M r. Nixon’s vigorous 
and repeated speeches on crime 
in the streets, his affinity with 
the underworld is important. It 
is published herewith as given to 
Richard R.Rogan, form er Dep­ 
uty Attorney General of Califor­ 
nia. 


MICKEY COHEN’S 
STATEMENT 
"I am presently serving a 
sentence in the federal prison 
at Alcatraz. At my request, I 
asked for a meeting with a state 
law enforcement officer and on 
Oct. 9, 1962, Richard R. Rogan 
bmet me in the visitor’s room at 
Alcatraz. 
"I informed Mr. Rogan that I 
wished to discuss with him a 
question 
concerning 
the in­ 
fluence of persons engaged in 
gambling and bookmaking on 


the early political career of 
Richard Nixon. 
"1 first met Richard Nixon at 
a luncheon in the Goodfellow s 
Fisherm an’s Grotto on South 
Main Street in 1946. The meet­ 
ing was arranged by Murray 
Chotiner, who asked me to meet 
M r. Nixon who was about to start 
his first campaign as a Repre­ 
sentative in Congress that year. 
I was asked by Nixon and Chot­ 
iner to raise some money for 
Nixon’s campaign. 
"In either 1948 duringNixon’s 
second race 
for Congress or 
1950 in his campaign for the 
Senate, I was again asked by 
Murray Chotiner to raise funds 
for Nixon s campaign. During 
that time I was running most of 
the gambling and bookmaking 
in Los Angeles County. I re ­ 
served the banquet room in the 
Hollywood Knickerbocker Hotel 
on I var Street in Hollywood for 
a dinner meeting to which I in­ 
vited 
approximately 250 per­ 
sons who were working with me 
in the gambling fraternity. A- 
mong those who were present, 
whose names are well known to 
law enforcement officers, were 
Joe and Fred Sica, JackDragna 
and George Capri. Also present 
was Hy Goldbaum, who is one of 
the pit bosses at the Stardust 
Hotel in Las Vegas, who also 
served a term of imprisonment 
at the federal prison at McNeil 
Island. Capri was one of the 
owners of the Flamingo Hotel in 
Las Vegas. 
"M urray Chotiner told me I 
should have a quota of $25,000 
for the campaign. During the 
course 
of the evening Nixon 
spoke 
for 
approximately 10 
minutes; Chotiner spoke about 
half an hour. 
"At this meeting my group 
pledged between $17,000 and 
$19,000 but this did not meet the 
quota set by Nixon and Chotiner 
and the group was informed 
they would have to stay until 
the quota was m et.” 
Note; 
That 
sentence, 
"the 
group was informed (by Nixon 
and 
Chotiner) that they would 
have to stay until the quota was 
se t," is especially important. 
In brief, Nixon and Chotiner 
were putting the squeeze on 
the leading gamblers of South­ 
ern California and telling them 
to meet a quota. Obviously the 
gamblers had a right to expect 
something in return. 
HEADQUARTERS FOR NIXON 
"In addition to helping Mr. 
Nixon financially,” continued 
Cohen, "I made arrangements 
to rent a headquarters for Nix­ 
on in the Pacific Finance build­ 
ing at Eighth and Olive streets 
in Los Angeles, which was the 
same building occupied by at- 
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torney Sam Rummel. We posted 
Nixon signs and literature, and 
I paid for the headquarters 
for three or four weeks in that 
building. During the period that 
I ran this Nixon headquarters, 
I contacted most of the gamb­ 
ling fraternity in Los Angeles 
County to tell them what their 
share of the contributions to 
the Nixon campaign would be. 
"I have been asked by sever­ 
al newspaper persons and tele­ 
vision employes of NBC dur­ 
ing the 1956 presidential cam ­ 
paign 
to 
make these facts 
known,” continued Mickey Co­ 
hen, "but until now I have re ­ 
fused to do so. 
"In view of the fact that Mr. 
Nixon is now making speeches 
in his campaign for governor 
and stating that organized crime 
is active in California and that 
Eastern hoodlums were seek­ 
ing a foothold in California 
to organize bookmaking, I have 
decided that the people of Cal­ 
ifornia should know the true 
facts with Nixon’s 
entry Into 
politics being based upon money 
rasied by me and my associates 
in the gambling fraternity who 
started him off with $26,000. 
"There have been no prom ises 
made to me of any kind or na­ 
ture and the above statement 
has been given by me freely 
and 
v o l u n t a r i l y . ” Signed; 
"Michael Cohen.” 
What the gamblers got in re ­ 
turn is spelled out in the rec­ 
ords of the Los Angeles County 
court between 1949 and 1952, 
which show that Nixon’s cam­ 
paign manager, Murray Chot­ 
iner, and his brother acted as 
attorney in 221 bookmaking and 
underworld cases. In almost all 
instances their clients got off 
with light fines or suspended 
sentences. 
Plans Urged

Republicans convention delegates, wntle Hunptruy was similarly 
engaged on the Democratic side—and while George C. W allace's 
third-party candidacy burgeoned— M '.Carthy and Kennedy battled 
It out In the primaries. 
Until, on that terrible night early in 
June, the brother of the slain prastdsnt was himself murdered 
at the moment of triumph. 
The conventions, then. 
Nixon powerfully rolling over a brief 
challenge, emerging without question ss Mr. Repii>iican for 1968. 
Humphrey less decisively but nonetheless conclusively tum'ng 
back opposition, in the midst of traumatic events in Cnlcago, 
to oecome the Democratic standard bearer. 


Since that hectic month of August, a period for the gathering 
of forces and then the onslaught of the camoaign itself. Not 
much of a dialogue betweea N:xon and Humphrey, relatively little 
illumination of the great issues, no debates—and all the while, 
Wallace maxing his strident appeal to those dissatisfied with both 
of the major parties. 
In the background, Governor Agnew, 
Senator Muskle and Sr vsral LeMuy diligently playing second 
fiddle. 


Toward the end o? the long ordeal, a new campaign element 
entered the picture. 
Whether or not by White House design (and 
this In itself became a point of contention between Nixon and 
Humphrey), an Imminent breakthrough in the Vietnamese situation 
was increasingly rumored. 
There were signs of a Humphrey 
upsurge. The pollsters began to hedge a bit. 


And now it is all coming to a head. In just a few days the next 
president will be known— «nta**, of course, the election is thrown 
into the House for decision.

It still seems to 
strike all of us as soon as the 
cold w e a t h e r starts and. 
worse, 
there 
does not seem 
to be any way 
to prevent it. 
Have there 
been any fur­ 
ther advances 
in 
this 
area 
and are there 
a n y 
n e w 
f o r m s 
o f 
t r e a t m e n t 
when the com­ 
mon 
c o l d 
strikes ? 
Mr. D. II., Ohio 
Dear Mr. H.: 
You have ju st joined the 
very sophisticated club of phy­ 
sicians 
who 
readily 
admit 
their total ignorance about the 
common cold. It is true that 
the discovery of the antibi­ 
otics, 
the 
creation 
of 
the 
heart-lung 
machines, 
polio, 
measles and mumps vaccines, 
and the contemplated landing 
on the moon, are immense in 
their scope as compared to 
learning the deviousness of 
th a t 
sly 
little 
virus 
that 
causes the "not so common" 
cold. It simply refuses to re­ 
veal its secret and continues 
to plague all of us. 
I once quoted a famous phy­ 
sician, Sir William Osier, who 
said: "The only way to treat 
the common cold is with con­ 
tempt." Another brilliant med­ 
ical statem ent on the common 
cold was "It doesn't m atter 
what you do, it will either 
last for two weeks or fourteen 
days," 
In my own practice I have 
begun more and more to be­ 
lieve that there is only one 
way to prevent a common 
cold. This bit of information 
was inherited from my grand­ 
mother, who believed th at a 
woolen scarf, heavy rubbers 
and a tiny bead of garlic sewn 
into a jacket and worn over 
the chest was the only scien­ 
tific method to avoid a com­ 
mon cold. To this. I add. "and 
an excellent way to avoid all 
your friends and their gra­ 
cious gifts of viruses born on 
the wings of their sneezes" 
For the cure of the common 
cold there has always been 


the standard universal remedy 
of hot concentrated chicken 
soup. 
Actually u great deal of in­ 
formation is known about the 
common cold. W hat is so frus­ 
trating is th a t there are so 
many different 
viruses 
re­ 
sponsible for the broad com­ 
mon cold. We do know that 
the infecting agent is a virus 
and that the illness is exceed­ 
ingly contagious and readily 
transmitted by coughing and 
sneezing. 
There is no doubt that there 
arc some predisposing factors 
to catching the common cold. 
Anyone who is run down or 
debilitated by a chronic dis­ 
ease is a better candidate for 
a cold than the young, healthy 
adult. It is medically debatable 
whether or not a nasal allergy 
contributes to an increased 
tendency to pick up these in­ 
fections. 
The 
common 
cold, 
the 
giippe, and the flu resemble 
each 
other 
closely 
in 
the 
symptoms they cause, but dif­ 
fer by the character of the 
causative virus. 
In inclement weather sensi­ 
ble precautions- a nourishing 
diet and a sufficient amount 
of rest—are undoubtedly of 
value. 
Treatm ent usually consists 
of bed rest until the fever has 
subsided, 
fluids, steam, 
as­ 
pirin and a nourishing diet, 
with supplemental vitamins. 
Antibiotics 
are 
expensively 
worthless, because the virus 
is not affected by them. They 
may in some cases be recom­ 
mended by the physician in 
an effort to prevent an addi­ 
tional bacterial infection. The 
antihistamine drugs, so com­ 
monly 
purchased 
over 
the 
counter, may dry up the nasal 
secretions, but may also in­ 
vite bacterial infections. Feed 
a cold, don't starve it. Pam ­ 
per yourself for a few days. 
It’s a good 
investment 
in 
health.

Wallace could very 
well cost Mr. Nixon the p re s­ 
idency, notwithstanding that the 
polls suggest he is drawing most 
of his strength from registered 
Dem ocrats. The reason for this 
is that no Republican ever wins 
the Presidency without taking a 
lot of Democratic votes, and 
it should appear obvious by now 
that most of the Democrats who 
are going for Wallace would not 
have voted for Humphrey If 
Wallace had stayed out of the 
race. They would have gone to 
Nixon who, although he im per­ 
fectly satisfies them, is distin­ 
guishable as the conservative 
alternative to Hubert Humph­ 
rey. 
Add to the drain away from 
Nixon the electoral votes he will 
lose in the South. Here there is 
absolutely no question about it. 
If Wallace 
were not running, 
Nixon would sweep the South. 
All of it. As It stands, it can­ 
not be absolutely predicted even 
that Nixon will carry North 
Carolina, Florida and Tennes­ 
see, let alone South Carolina. 
In New York State, the author­ 
itative Daily News poll publish­ 
ed last Monday morning shows, 
and for the first time, Humph­ 
rey leading by four per cent. 
If the figures are correct, then 
the trend over a two-week p er­ 
iod shows Humphrey to have 
made a relative eight-point rise 
(when 
first tabulated, it was 
Nixon who was leading by four 
per cent). 
Republicans 
are

by 
passing along the memory of 
the 
New 
York 
Daily News 
a n n o u n c i n g two years ago 
that Frank O'Connor would beat 
Nelson Rockefeller for govern­ 
or. The trouble is, the News, 
gravely 
em barrassed by the 
sudden inaccuracy of its poll 
(it hadn’t failed in years), took 
pains to overhaul it, and now, the 
management swears by its re ­ 
liability. 
Of course, Nixon could lose 
New York and still carry the 
election, as Harry Truman did. 


But it’s a pretty brinky busi­ 
ness, and Nixon people are un­

It 
could be that in the next few 
days many of the voters will 
privately conclude that a vote 
for Wallace Is, In effect, a 
vote for Humphrey. I know from 
personal experience that It Is 
altogether possible todrop pre­ 
cipitately on the last day. On 
Election Day In 1965, the New 
York Daily News poll showed 
18% Buckley for mayor of New 
York City. But when the votes 
were counted, Buckley had 13 
per cent As much could happen 
to Wallace, and the gainer, In 
my judgment, would be Nixon. 
Meanwhile, 
how to reach the 
W a l l a c e voter ? 
Governor 
Claude Kirk of Florida pointed 
out months and months ago that 
it Is futile to address the fol­ 
lowers of racists; many of them 
are no such thing and in any 
case, the psychological strate- * 
gy is certainly bad. Writing 
last week in the New York Times 
Sunday Magazine, the Harvard 
sociologist Mr. David Rles* 
man 
in 
effect endorses that 
position. 
“ America 
is condemned (by 
the New Left) as being racist,” 
M r. Rlesman points out, “ thus 
forcing on people introspection 
concerning their attitudes — an 
introspection often confused by 
the fact that most Negroes are 
lower class, while most Am eri­ 
cans seek democratically not to 
be class conscious. One conse­ 
quence of calling people racists 
who consider themselves re a ­ 
sonably decent and humane may 
well be that they will conclude-. 
‘So be it; I am a racist and 
will follow leadership that r e ­ 
spects and justifies me as I 
am .’ " 
It is not easy for a conser­ 
vative to jargonize the case a - 
gainst Wallace — beyond point­ 
ing out, again and again, that a 
vote for Wallace is a wasted 
vote, nay, a vote for Humphrey. 
The solid case against Wallace 
as a reliable consérvate takes 
time too make, more time than 
is available in quick objurgat- 
ive conversations with Wallace 
voters. Such a case would touch 
on the necessity of mediating 
institutions (concerning which 
Wallace is notoriously impa­ 
tient); on the bizarre career of 
M r. Wallace (he was a supporter 
of the left -most governor in r e ­ 
cent Southern history, Kissing 
Jim Folsom); on continuing an­ 
omalies in his position (Wallace 
is a stout union man, who r e ­ 
fuses to back right-to-work le ­ 
gislation); on wild spending in 
Alabama; and so on. There is the 
examination 
of his rhetoric, 
which 
betrays a shallowness 
conservatives 
have not 
en­ 
couraged in their national poli­ 
tical leader. But Nixon must be 
careful, Inasmuch as it is a 
political problem at once to d is­ 
suade the Wallace-inclined vot­ 
e r, and to do so endearingly. 
Mr. Nixon has a hard job on 
his hands, and he is aware of 
the consequences of slipping up.

In view of Chotiner's libel 
threat, we secured a statement 
from Mickey Cohen, former 
king of the Los Angeles gamb­ 
ling world, who had raised the 
money for Nixon and who was 
serving time in Alcatraz when 
he furnished the statement.

MICKEY COHEN’S 
STATEMENT 
“ I am presently serving a 
sentence in the federal prison 
at Alcatraz. At my request, I 
asked for a meeting with a state 
law enforcement officer and on 
Oct. 9, 1962, Richard R. Rogan 
met me in the visitor’s room at 
Alcatraz. 
“ I informed Mr. Rogan that I 
wished to discuss with him a 
question 
concerning the in­ 
fluence of persons engaged in 
gambling and bookmaktng on 


the early political 
Richard Nixon. 
“ 1 first met Richard Nixon it 
a luncheon la the CmtsifeUow s 
Fisherm an's Grotto oa Sooth 
Msin Street la 1946, The meet- 
log was arranged by Murray 
Chotiner, who asked m e to meet 
M r. Nixon who was shout to eu rt 
his firat campaign as s Repre­ 
sentative in Coagraeethatyear. 
1 was asked by Nixon and Chot- 
iner to raise some money fog 
Nixon's campaign. 
“ In either 194« duringNixon’a 
second race for Cangrene or 
i960 in his campaign lor the 
Senate, I was again asked by 
Murray Chotiner to raise funds 
for Nixon • campaign. During 
that lime 1 was naming most of 
the gambling and bookmaktng 
in Los Angeles County. I re- j 
served the banquet room in the 
Hollywood Knickerbocker Hotel 
on I var Street In Hollywood for 
a dinner meeting to which 1 In­ 
vited 
approximately 250 per­ 
sons who were working with me 
in the gambling fraternity. A- 
mong those who were present, 
whose names are well known to 
law enforcement officers, werej 
Joe and Fred Sica, Jack Dragna 
and George Capri. Also present 
was Hy Goldbaum, who is one of 
the pit bosses at the S ta rd u st| 
Hotel in Las Vegas, who also 
served a term of imprisonment 
at the federal prison at McNeil 
island. Capri was one of the 
owners of the Flamingo Hotel in 
Las Vegas. 
“ Murray Chotiner told me I 
should have a quota of $25,000 
for the campaign.

“ At this meeting my group 
pledged between $17,000 and 
■ $19,000 but this did not meet the 
quota set by Nixon and Chotiner 
and the group was informed 
they would have to stay until 
the quota was m et."

What the gamblers got in re ­ 
turn is spelled out in the rec­ 
ords of the Los Angeles County 
court between 1949 and 1952, 
which show that Nixon’a cam­ 
paign manager, M urray Chot­ 
iner, and his brother acted as 
attorney in 221 bookmaktng and 
underworld cases. In alm ost all 
Instances their clients got off 
with light fines or suspended 
sentences.

Hot March In The Jungle

KHE SANH VALLEY, Viet­ 
nam (AP)— It was one oí those 
blazing hot days when the word 
“ grunt/* nickname of Marine 
infantrymen, tasted p articular­ 
ly sour to the Leatherneck rifle­ 
men hacking their way through 
the jungle. 
The day's hump, or hike under 
full pack, started on Hill 424, 
a knoll covered with elephant 
grass six miles west of the a- 
bandoned Marine combat base at 
Khe Sanh. Packs, including sev­ 
en days’ groceries, ammunition 
and other gear made the average 
load about 80 pounds. 
Moving down the slope toward 
the east, the Marines quickly 
were swallowed by heavier and 
taller stands of the g rass. It 
grows up to nine feet tall with 
edges that can cut unwary fin­ 
gers to the bone. 
Many Leathernecks wore light 
leather gloves because cuts can 
turn into jungle rot, festering 
sores that spread rapidly over 
the body. But most M arines in 
the 
demilitarized 
zone area 
have learned to live with the 
running 
sores 
and consider 
them no more serious than a 
man would a shaving nick in the 
“ real w orld/' as 
the United 
States is called. 
Near the bottom of the hill, 
the dense grass held the muggy 
air close tothe ground.Shafts of 
sunlight 
occasionally 
broke 
through 
the 
gloom. Moving 
along the mud-slick tra il was 
like being trapped on a slippery 
treadm ill in a sauna bath. Gulp­ 
ed air seemed to contain more 
water 
vapor 
than 
oxygen. 
Pounding hearts and straining 
lungs forced extra oxygen into 
taut m uscles. 
The column formed by Gulf 
Company, aid 
Battalion, 
4th 
Marine Regiment, halted often. 
The men collapsed where they 


stood on the trail cut by mach­ 
ete-wielding Marines up front. 
No one was really that tired yet. 
But each man knew that every 
ounce of energy would have to 
be conserved to m aster the bru­ 
tal day ahead. 
Men began taking salt tablets 
to ward off heat exhaustion or 
heat stroke. 
At the bottom of the first hill, 
the Leathernecks began wading 
through 
a 
chiPy 
mountain 
stream . The knee-deep water 
was welcome even if it meant 
wet socks. With repeated foot 
dunkings, the 
soles of the 
grunts' feet began to shrivel, 
crack and in some cases bleed 
before the day was out. 
The stream 
bed 
abounded 
with wild flowers, but few no­ 
ticed them. On the trail, the 
trick is to close the mind to 
everything but the next step, the 
next rest stop and any sound 
or movement that could mean 
the enemy is sharing the jungle 
hell with you. 
Because of the danger of ene­ 
my artillery, each Marine wore 
a flak vest, a zippered affair 
that p r o t e c t s against flying 
shrapnel but weighs 12 pounds 
and holds in body heat. Less 
than an hour out from Hill 424 
the Marines were sopping wet 
from head to toe. Stream s of 
sweat cut through caked red 
dust picked up when the Leath­ 
ernecks 
hacked 
out fighting 
holes the night before. 
By 10 a.m. heavy panting even 
after short climbs was clearly 
audible. The elephant grass and 
stream bed had given way to a 
four-foot deep, seemingly end­ 
less blanket of thorn bushes and 
vines. The heat increased as the 
Marines moved more and more 
in the full glare of the sun. 
The smashed thorn growth on 
the trail became as slippery and 
treacherous as the red clay mud 


of the stream bed. Muscles re ­ 
peatedly were wrenched into re ­ 
verse as men fought for balance 
under their heavy packs. 
By late morning, the Leather­ 
necks could look back a quarter 
mile and see the hill they had 
started from more than two 
hours before. 
Lunch time came and went 
without a chow break. The rest 
periods weren't long enough to 
eat, and the thought of heavy 
combat rations on overheated 
stomachs was too much for 
most of the men anyway. 
Some had become dizzy from 
the heat despite the salt tablets 
and 
the careful pace. Echo 
Company on the left flank al­ 
ready had sent some heat cas­ 
ualties out in medical evacua­ 
tion helicopters. 
Men have died from the sun in 
Vietnam. Dehydration and a lack 
of sufficient salt cause muscles 
— including the heart — to knot 
and finally to refuse to function. 
By midafternoon, the lead pla­ 
toon reported a major river jus* 
ahead. The pace quickened as 
the men responded almost like 
beasts of burden to the promise 
they soon could drink their fill 
again and soak in cool waters. 
As they reached the river, 
some 
men 
were staggering, 
close to collapse. The swift- 
flowing waters were muddy but 
many men plunged their faces 
below the surface as they waded 
across and drank deeply. Can­ 
teens w ere filled and iodine tab­ 
lets added to purify the water. 
Some men 
dipped 
helmets 
into the rushing water and pour­ 
ed the contents over their heads. 
A few simply sat down in the 
water, pack and all, as they 
reached the shallow water of 
the far shore. 
Although 
refreshing, 
the 
crossing added to the M arines’ 
burdens. W ater-soaked packs, 


sleeping 
gear 
and clothing 
meant added pounds to hump up 
the steep hill in front of them. 
Someone further up the chain 
of command decided to call a 
halt as the top of the hill was 
reached. Echo Company had 
four critical heat 
exhaustion 
cases and several more men 
in 
serious 
condition. 
The 
scream s of one of the men could 
be heard clearly a half-mile 
away. 
The Leathernecks would spend 
the night outside the ruins of 
Lang Con village. The tempo­ 
rary company command poet on 
the lip of a 500-pound bomb 
crater was almost exactly one 
air mile from the crest of Hill 
424 
where 
the 
Marines had 
started 6-1/2 hours earlier. 
The zigzag, up and down track 
the Marines had followed prob­ 
ably had covered four miles 
or m ore.

As the Marines rested, they 
had only one certain knowledge

O. E. "O z" Duwway, Nom­ 
inee for Congress in the Second

He said that 
the U.S. has allocated $118.4 
billion in direct aid and had 
paid $52.8 billion in interest on 
this money."

sen said. Before finalization 
of any building plans, Mrs.

encouraged library 
users to visit other libraries 
in the area and recommend de­ 
sirable ideas that could be in­ 
corporated in the new facilities 
for the local building. 
The new director, 
Dorothy 
Harvey, for the North Valley 
Library 
Cooperative System 
will arrive here Dec. 1. The 
system will be fully activated by 
January 1969, Mrs. Mathisen 
said. This is the system under 


which libraries in the north­ 
ern counties have been coopera­ 
ting in making their resources 
available to each other. Com­
